Health Care Filibuster Is Broken 



Senate likely to pass 
landmark legislation 
on Christmas Eve 

Washington 

Energized Senate Democrats 
pushed President Obama’s land- 
mark health care overhaul past a 
final procedural hurdle Wednesday, 
setting up a Christmas Eve vote to 
pass the legislation extending cov- 
erage to 30 million Americans. 

Democrats voted 60-39 to end a 
GOP filibuster and move to a final 
vote Thursday. All 58 Democrats 
and two independents hung togeth- 
er against unanimous Republican 
opposition. It was the 24th day of 
debate on the bill. 

“It is now only hours until 
this Senate will pass meaningful 
health care reform,” said Finance 
Committee Chairman Max Bau- 
cus, D-Mont. 

“It has been a long time com- 
ing,” Baucus said. “I thank God that 
I have lived to see this day.” 

It was the third time Demo- 
crats have put up 60 votes on pro- 
cedural measures since Monday. 


Final passage requires just a sim- 
ple majority. 

The sweeping legislation, craft- 
ed over months of laborious negoti- 
ations, would dramatically remake 
the country’s health care system 
with new requirements for nearly 
everyone to purchase insurance. 
The government would provide 
subsidies to help lower-income 
people pay for coverage. Unpopu- 


lar insurance company practices 
such as denying coverage to peo- 
ple with pre-existing conditions 
would be banned. 

Powerless to stop the bill, 
Republicans stepped up their 
attacks on the legislation. 

“Tomorrow the Senate will vote 
on a bill that makes a bad situa- 
tion worse,” Sen. Charles Grassley, 
R-Iowa, said on the Senate floor. 


What’s Next 

Even if the Senate approves the 

health care legislation as expect- 
ed, the bill cannot go to President 
Obama for his signature until Con- 
gress resolves differences between 
the versions passed by the House 
and the Senate. Some are conten- 
tious, especially stricter provisions 
in the House against using govern- 
ment money to pay for insurance 
coverage for abortions and the 
House’s income tax increase for 
high-earning Americans, (ap) 


“This bill slid rapidly down the slip- 
pery slope to more and more gov- 
ernment control of health care.” 

The final vote is now set for 
7 a.m. Thursday. It had original- 
ly been scheduled for 7 p.m., but 
Republicans agreed not to use all 
their debate time so they could leave 
town earlier for the holidays. 

The last time the Senate voted 
on Christmas Eve was 1895, on a 
military affairs bill concerning 
employment of former Confeder- 
ate officers, according to the Senate 
Historical Office, erica werner (ap) 


Amtrak Troubles Delay Travelers 


Newark, N. J. 

An electrical problem outside New 
York City put train service at a 
standstill up and down the East 
Coast for three hours Wednesday, 
leaving commuters and holiday 
travelers stopped in their tracks or 
scrambling for alternatives. 

Service was restored around 
11:30 a.m., Amtrak spokesman Cliff 
Cole said, but delays were expected 
throughout the afternoon. 

The stoppage stranded thou- 
sands of travelers on trains and in 
stations from Boston to Washing- 
ton, D.C. Some commuters in New 
York and New Jersey were able to 
switch to subway trains in and 
out of the city, but others weren’t 


as fortunate. 

At Penn Station in New York 
City, travelers packed a waiting 
area, sitting on suitcases with 
bags of holiday gifts scattered 


around them on the floor. A dis- 
play board showed grim news for 
every train. 

Lyn Hunt and four family mem- 
bers had been traveling since Sat- 
urday — or trying to. Their trip to 
Newark from England had to be 
rerouted through Chicago because 
of the snowstorm that swept up the 
East Coast over the weekend. 


“We’ve decided that our motto

Hunt said. “We don’t know yet how 
we will adapt or overcome this.”

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‘Balloon Boy’ Parents Are Given Jail Time 



Fort Collins, Colo. 

The parents who carried out the 
balloon boy hoax were sentenced to 
jail Wednesday and given strict pro- 
bation conditions that forbid them 
from earning any money from the 
spectacle for four years. 

Richard Heene was sentenced 
to 90 days in jail, including 60 
days of work release that will let 
him pursue his job as a construc- 
tion contractor while serving his 
time. His wife, Mayumi, was sen- 
tenced to 20 days in jail. 

Richard Heene choked back 
tears as he said he was sorry, espe- 
cially to the rescue workers who 
chased down false reports that his 
6-year-old son had floated away in 


a balloon on Oct. 15. It was a stunt 
designed to generate attention for 
a reality TV show. 


“I do want to reiterate that I’m 
very, very sorry. And I want to 
apologize to all the rescue workers 


out there, and the people that got 
involved in the community. That’s 
it,” said Richard Heene, whose wife 
did not speak at the hearing. 

Prosecutors asked for the max- 
imum sentence for the husband, 
saying that a message needs to be 
sent to promoters who attempt to 
carry out hoaxes to generate public- 
ity. Chief Deputy District Attorney 
Andrew Lewis also asked for full 
restitution to reimburse authori- 
ties for the cost of investigating 
the hoax. 

“Jay Leno said it best when he 
said, ‘This is copycat game.’ And 
people will copycat this event. 
[The Heenes] need to go to jail so 
people don’t do that,” Lewis said.

‘Mass Chaos’ on Jamaica Flight

A team of U.S. air safety investi- 
gators was flying to Jamaica on 
Wednesday to help officials there 
determine how an American Air- 
lines jetliner ended up on a beach 
after careening off the end of a 
Kingston runway. 

Flight 331 originated from Ron- 
ald Reagan National Airport on 
Tuesday, stopped at Miami Inter- 
national, then headed into Kings- 
ton’s Norman Manley Airport. The 
airplane, a Boeing 737-800, carried 
160 people. American Airlines said 
there were no fatalities.

Backstory 

In the 14 years prior to 2008,

of other passengers were treated 
for injuries before being released, 
including members of the six-per- 
son flight crew, officials said. 

In searching for a cause of the 


accident, aviation safety analysts 
say crash investigators may focus 
on the weather, the condition of the 
runway as well as the decision-mak- 
ing of pilots and air traffic control- 
lers. It “looks like there were several 
weather-related issues: very heavy 
rain, poor visibility and a tail wind,” 
said Henry Margusity, a meteorol- 
ogist atAccuweather.com. 

Margusity said there could have 
been layers of water on the runway 
causing the plane to hydroplane. 
“It was almost like being on ice,” 
he said. “The passengers were basi- 
cally along for the ride.”

Aide: Brazilian Family to Relinquish Child to American Father 


Rio de Janeiro 

A Brazilian family has decided to 
end its legal fight for custody of a 
9-year-old boy and will obey a court 
order to turn him over to his U.S. 
father, an aide to the family’s law- 
yer said Wednesday. 

“It is certain the family will 


not pursue any more legal chan- 
nels,” the aide to lawyer Sergio 
Tostes said, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

The decision ends a five-year 
legal fight by David Goldman, of 
Tinton Falls, New Jersey, to regain 
custody of his son, Sean. 

Earlier Wednesday, a federal 


court in Rio ordered the family to 
relinquish Sean to Goldman by 9 
a.m. Thursday. 

U.S. Republican Rep. Chris 
Smith, of New Jersey, in Brazil to 
support Goldman, said Goldman’s 
lawyers believe Brazil’s federal 
police are authorized to physically 
remove the child from the family 


if it does not meet the court dead- 
line. He also said the internation- 
al police agency Interpol had been 
notified to make sure Sean was not 
flown out of Brazil. 

“David and his team are encour- 
aged that the nightmare is coming 
to an end,” Smith said. “No more 
delays. It’s time to do this.” (ap)

No Needles for Needle Program 


D.C. anti-HIV unit 
broke despite $1M in 
city funding since ’07 

Washington 

Despite $1 million in city AIDS 
funding over three years, the Dis- 
trict’s largest needle-exchange pro- 
gram is nearly out of cash and has 
been unable to supply clean syring- 
es to intravenous drug users. 

The shortage comes after years 
of turmoil at Prevention Works, 


which offers needle exchange at 
its Northeast Washington head- 
quarters and from a mobile unit 
that sweeps the city’s most drug- 
addled neighborhoods. 

“I am distraught,” said Preven- 
tion Works Executive Director Phil- 
ip Terry. “I am not happy that we’re 
in this circumstance.” 

For nearly a decade, Congress 
had banned the District from using 
government money to give addicts 
clean needles, even though intrave- 
nous drug use is blamed for help- 
ing to spread HIV in the District. 


The ban was lifted in 2007, freeing 
the city to fund needle exchange 
at Prevention Works. At the time, 
it was the only program of its kind 
in the District. 

Just after Thanksgiving, how- 
ever, Prevention Works learned it 
was out of rubber gloves, antibiotic 
ointment and diabetic needles, the 
needles of choice among addicts. 
There was no money for payroll or 
even for gas in the mobile unit. 

The agency’s cash crunch had 
been simmering for months, with 
bills to consultants and vendors 


unpaid and clients turned away 
without supplies, records and inter- 
views show. Three employees said 
the agency ran out of biohazard 
containers over the summer, forc- 
ing staff to stash dirty syringes in 
bags and boxes. 

Terry said the agency is also 
expecting $300,000 in private 
foundation money early next 
year, which should help the agen- 
cy catch up. 

“We’re going to keep this place 
going,” Terry said, debbie cenziper

Seeing Is Believing 

One area Santa’s magic touch wins over even the biggest skeptics 


Washington 

Galen Henderson is 11 years old, 
and she believes in Santa Claus. 

She is steadfast in this belief 
despite the taunts of other kids 
on the bus and in the cafeteria, 
who tell her he can’t possibly be 
real; Santa is a big fat fraud in a 
red suit; how could he get all those 
presents out to every child in the 
world in one night? 

“I hear it at school, mostly. I just 
say, 'Sure, if you think that, then 
you can think that,”’ Galen said 
with an airy shrug. 

She’s certain they’re wrong 
because she has met the real Santa 
at, of all places, a garden center in 
suburban Fairfax County. She’s 
been going to see him every Christ- 
mas since she was little. Last year 
he remembered that her dog’s name 
is Eli, and he brought her a Wii her 
family couldn’t afford. 

Her conviction is shared by other 
late believers — a small, but stub- 
born band of fourth-, fifth- and even 
sixth-graders who refuse to bow to 


conventional wisdom on the ques- 
tion of Santa’s existence. Like Galen, 
many of them eagerly wait in line 
for hours to see Santa at Merrifield 
Garden Center each Christmas, jock- 
eying for space with toddlers and 
their parents in a garland-and-light 
festooned Santa House. 

Santa has been appearing there 
for over 30 years and has a slav- 
ishly devoted cult following, with

many families returning every 
holiday. With a canny knack for 
intuiting a child’s deepest desires 
and recalling details about their 
lives, he attracts late believers in 
droves. Their legs droop nearly to 


the ground when they sit on his 
lap. Their scribbled wish lists go 
far beyond dolls and firetrucks to 
iPods and digital cameras. 

Even the doubters find him dif- 
ficult to resist. 

Before Kate Nette, a 10 -year- 
old from South Riding, sat on San- 
ta’s lap, she was full of skepticism. 
Earlier she’d dismissed him as “a 
guy in a suit who gets paid to be 
there.” Then he asked how her 
field trip had been that day. As it 
happened, she had been on a field 
trip that day. 

“Totally random,” she told her 
cousin Daniel Nette, 12, afterward. 
Her doubt was wavering. 

“Freaky,” agreed Daniel. 
“Maybe he has elves that are spies.” 
He eyed his mother, Janice. “Maybe 
you’re one,” he said. 

Witnesses say that the Merrifield 
Santa appears not to have aged in 
20 years (!) but is thoroughly mod- 
ern. He tells children that his sleigh 
has GPS. He has a book out. Actual- 
ly two: “St. Nicholas of the 21st Cen- 
tury” and “Santa’s Notebook” — $8 


The traditional age chil- 
dren lose faith in Santa, 
polls say. But Charlotte 
Reznicka child educa- 
tional psychologist and author of a 
book called “The Power of Your Child’s 
Imagination," said she often meets 
late believers in her practice. “Just 
as there are children that grow up too 
fast, there are children who remain 
innocentfora while longer,” Reznick 
said. And the parents often get in on 
the act "because adults like to believe 
childhood is a lovely, carefree time. 
And it’s not.” For example, Galen Hen- 
derson, 11, watched her financially- 
struggling parents put her childhood 
home in Falls Church up for sale this 
year. Given everything she’s going 
through, said her mother, Diane, “Why 
not let her have the magic?" 


on your way out. He exerts full cre- 
ative control over the decor of the 
Santa House, filling it with snow- 
men and trees, an antique sleigh, 
and blue twinkle lights on the ceil- 
ing, like tiny stars. 


The parents who bring their 
children to Merrifield know the 
drill. Toting sack dinners and their 
kids’ homework assignments, they 
start lining up more than an hour 
before Santa appears in a jangle of 
bells. They sign the guest book — 
where Santa in crooked penman- 
ship asks them to list “How many 
years visiting the Real Santa.” The 
Fitzpatricks of Leesburg have been 
coming 35 years. The Sullivans of 
Herndon, 34. 

After waiting nearly four hours, 
Galen finally made it to the front of 
the line. Santa seemed glad to see 
her. She showed him pictures of Eli, 
and then one of the dog before that. 
She presented her list. He waved off 
the purple Chuck Taylor high tops, 
but seemed OK with the nail polish 
set or a “New Moon” T-shirt. And 
maybe a chew bone for Eli. 

Then he zinged her with a lit- 
tle speech he said he saves for all 
the late believers who visit him 
each year. 

“You’ve been coming to see 
me a long time. I remember the 
first time you came to see me,” 
he said. “Next year you probably 
won’t come and see me anymore 
and that’s OK. That’s how life is. 
... But I want you to know that 
your best Christmases are before 
you, with your family and friends

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It may be well known and much 
loved, but C.S. Lewis’ fictional col- 
lection of demonic correspondence, 
“The Screwtape Letters,” doesn’t 
immediately appear to be fit for the 
stage. Max McLean, who stars in 
(as the titular devilish writer) and 
helped adapt the theatrical version 
of Lewis’ famed epistolary novel, 
knows better. 


What attracted you to "The 
Screwtape Letters"? 

I read the book in my early 20s 
and I said, “Oh, I know this guy.” 
Jeff Fisk saw me do a solo produc- 
tion of the Book of Genesis about 
eight years ago. He liked it, and I 
got an e-mail from him the next 
day that said, “I think you would 
make a great Screwtape.” I didn’t 
know whether that was a compli- 
ment or not, but that got a con- 
versation going because it never 
occurred to me that it could be a 
theater piece. 


Was it a challenge to adapt? 

Yes it was, and we made many 
mistakes. “Screwtape” has had a 
pretty long journey — today it’s 
December of ’09, and we start- 
ed in the spring of ’05. Most peo- 
ple read “The Screwtape Letters 
as a “bite-and-chew” book — you 
know, you sit with a glass of port, 
read a page, think about it and go 
on to the next page. What hap- 
pens, though, is you miss the story 
that’s buried within there, which 
is simply a senior demon instruct- 
ing a junior demon on how to hunt 
down, trap and finally devour a 
human soul that recently convert- 
ed to Christianity. 

The play takes place in hell. How 
do you stage that? 

We have a little corner office in hell. 
The set designer, Cameron Ander- 
son, had spent some time in the 
catacombs the summer before we 
hired her. She found some imag- 
es there that really resonated with

her, and she put this thing with 
skulls and bones up on the wall 
and on the floor. Of course, if the 
idea is to hunt and eat, that would 
be the remains of hunting and eat- 
ing. That was the basic set design, 
and then we had these lavish cos- 
tumes because there’s this element 
of the idea of pride — Screwtape is 
all drama and glitz. 

How have non-churchgoing folks 
responded to the piece?

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Getting Political, With a Wink 


Yinka Shonibare’s 
art skewers current 
and past colonialism 

Museum 

Spanning three galleries, two floors 
and 14 years of Yinka Shonibare’s 
career, the exhibition of the Brit- 
ish-born Nigerian artist’s work at 
the National Museum of African 
Art is an excercise in challenging 
the status quo. 

Shonibare uses media including 
painting — often employing Dutch 
wax fabric, a symbolic representation 
of the racial and economic relation- 
ship among Europe, Asia and Africa 


— sculpture, mixed-media installa- 
tions, photography and film. 

With much wit and sex appeal, 
the artistic rebel visually arrests the 
eyes and forces the viewer to (recon- 
sider the effect of British colonial- 
ism on the African aesthetic and 
social identity. 

In 2005, Shonibare was awarded 
the title of Member of Order of the 
British Empire, or MBE. The artist 
treats this honor as a colonialist twist 
in his own story, cheekily seeming 
to clutch at its dignity by referring 
to himself as that award’s recipient 
throughout the show — its very title 
is “Yinka Shonibare MBE.” 

There is plenty of room for inter- 
pretation in these works, which are

passionate and playful. He favors 
headless sculptures — figures in 
vivid 19th-century garb in compro- 
mising positions, or seated around 
a table inlaid with a map of the con- 
tinent in a piece titled “Scramble 
for Africa.” Shonibare does include 
his own face, at once prideful and 
circumspect, in the photographic 
series, “Dorian Gray.” 

This immersive show is as beau- 
tiful as it is thought-provoking, 
but enter at your own risk — it’s 
impossible to avoid the deep end.

‘Young Frankenstein’

puts on the ritz at 
the Kennedy Center 

Stage 

The Monster barely utters a rec- 
ognizable word from opening cur- 
tian to the final scene, but Broad- 
way veteran Shuler Hensley claims 
that playing the creature at the cen- 
ter of “Young Frankenstein” has 
been one of the toughest and most 
enriching roles of his career. 

“It’s Acting 101, is what I like 


to call it — in the best sense. In 
that I have maybe five lines to say 
and one page of music to sing in 
the whole thing, but everything is 
about reacting and listening,” said 
Hensley, who originated the role 
on Broadway. 

“Young Frankenstein,” which 
opened a touring stint at the Ken- 
nedy Center last week, puts a musi- 
cal spin on the silly, classic 1974 
Mel Brooks film of the same name. 
(Although the film had some song 
and dance in it — we’ll get to that — 
the stage version is a true musical.) 
As with “The Producers,” Brooks 
wrote the book for the stage adap- 


tation with Thomas Meehan, and 
the pair stay faithful to the college- 
campus favorite, which starred Gene 
Wilder (who co-wrote it with Brooks) 
as Dr. Frederick Frankenstein and 
Peter Boyle as the sensitive-souled 
but brute-bodied Monster. 

Still grounded as a sexually 
charged parody of the old Universal 
horror films, “Young Frankenstein” 
follows a similar plot structure, has 
most of the same characters and fea- 
tures subtle and not-so-subtle nods 
to the film’s most iconic scenes. 

Roger Bart, who’s appeared on 
Broadway, television and in film, 
is the titular doctor — a surgeon 


who, upon the death of his grand- 
father, returns to the family castle 
in Transylvania Heights to settle 
his family’s affairs. 

The elder Dr. Victor von Fran- 
kenstein’s experiments with bring- 
ing the dead to life made him an 
outcast there, and cause Frederick 
Frankenstein to shun his family 
name — insisting it be pronounced 
“Fronkensteen” — for fear of being 
called a madman. 

After meeting the persua- 


ster’s body and, really, his first 
moment of happiness and being 
able to shine comes from dance,” 
Hensley said. 

Several of the film’s other 
famous scenes appear throughout 
— some accentuated by the musi- 
cal format, others simply inter- 
preted onstage. A crowd favorite 
is the scene in which the Monster 
stumble’s into the home of a blind 
hermit, who was praying for a vis- 
itor. Washington native Brad Oscar,

sive Igor, the grandson of Vic- 
tor von Frankenstein’s assistant 
(played masterfully by Cory Eng- 
lish), and delving into his grand- 
father’s experiments, Frederick 
Frankenstein decides he will cre- 
ate his own monster. He succeeds 
in bringing life to a dead body, but 
it winds up a disaster after Igor 
drops the brain the good doctor 
had intended to use, replacing it 
with one labeled “Abby Normal.” 
The Monster escapes, and chaos 
— as expected — ensues. 

Like Hensley, Bart originat- 
ed the role when it premiered on 
Broadway in 2007 and until it 
closed in January, giving the pair 
an exceptional chemistry togeth- 
er — especially in the iconic song- 
and-dance number from the film, 
“Puttin’ on the Ritz,” expanded 
here to truly serve the musical for- 
mat as the show’s funniest laugh- 
out-loud moment. 

“Obviously, it’s a gas,” Bart 
said. “I never did ‘Rocky Horror 
Picture Show,’ but I imagine it’s 
the same kind of thrill. ... Shuler 
is really funny in it, and it’s really 
fun to the audience; they get really 
excited, and I’m always surprised 
for the gasp it elicits.” 

It’s a pivotal moment for the 
Monster when we realize he’s not 
the villain but a mere child — albe- 
it a green, 7-foot tall one. 

“It’s really a moment where the 
audience can relate to the Monster 
or get the fact that he’s an outsid- 
er ... an innocent caught in a mon- 


a veteran of the Brooks musical 
corps, relished the opportunity to 
act out such a simple and classic 
brand of physical comedy. 

“It’s just a little piece of gold 
where an actor you know that you 
have to go out there and play that 
scene, you don’t have to work hard 
to make it work and you don’t have 
to do anything more than it actu- 
ally is because its structurally and 
comedically sound,” said Oscar, 
who doubles as Inspector Kemp. 

“What’s hilarious to me is that 
I have never played a scene with 
another actor where I do not look 
at the actor. ... I do the whole scene 
looking six inches to his left or 
right, so it reads that I am indeed 
blind.” 

But it’s English as Igor who 
steals most of the scenes he’s in — 
often overtly breaking the fourth 
wall, a Brooks trademark. 

“He’s the crazy one in it,” Shuler 
said. “It’s funny, because you think 
the Monster and Dr. Frankenstein 
are, but the Monster, for the most 
part, is the straight guy the whole 
show, which is another Mel Brook- 
sian thing. And Igor, he’s designed 
where he gets to come out of his 
character, and based on how he’s 
feeling that day there will be a lot 
of ad libs that are freeing for him

Judy Gold is not shy. She makes 
her opinions known during her 
frequent visits to “The View,” and 
she spent years working behind the 
scenes on “The Rosie O’Donnell 
Show.” Her newest performance 
piece, “Mommy Queerest,” uses 
humor and music to tell the true 
story of her life as a Jewish lesbian 
with two kids. Her situation may 
be unusual, but anyone can appre- 
ciate her highly entertaining take 
on families and parenting. 

What made you decide to perform 
such a personal piece? 

I just think I’m ready, and I’m so 
angry about gay marriage and the 
fact that my family is not treated the 
same as other families by the gov- 
ernment that I pay taxes to. 

Given that most audience members 
are probably not queer Jewish moth- 
ers, were there any challenges in 
making this piece resonate? 

It’s amazing, because people come 


up to me after the shows and tell 
me, “Your life is just like mine. My 
mother is exactly like your moth- 
er.” You know, family is family. No 
one has the perfect life, and no one 
has the prototype of perfection. 

Is it a challenge to tackle serious 
issues with comedy? 

There’s nothing that isn’t a joke to 
me; it’s my default setting. I feel like 
humor is the most palatable way 
to deal with these kinds of issues. 
You can really make an 
incredible statement 
and make people 
laugh. That’s why 
George Carlin and Rich- 
ard Pryor were so amaz- 
ing — you left their shows 
with something. 

How have people responded to 
your work? 

It’s been amazing. The thing is, 
everyone in this world knows and 
loves a gay person, whether or not 
they know it or want to admit it. 
Whether it be someone they work 
with, a relative, a distant relative, a 
friend, a friend’s child — you come 
in contact with a gay person every 
day. That’s why it’s so important 
to be out, to be open and to be hon- 
est. If someone leaves my show

and says, “I’m gay,” or “It’s OK 
that you’re gay,” that would be the 
greatest thing that could happen. 

How do you balance comedy, 
activism and parent- 
hood?

It’s called 
multitasking and wanting to 
kill yourself. 

What do you want your audiences 
to come away with? 

I want them to have a great time 
and be entertained.

“The Bear,” Stephen Kellogg’s new 
album with his backing band the 
Sixers, is all about generations, a 
topic that has obvious roots in his 
own life. 

“I feel like I’m smack in the 
middle of adolescence,” says the 
thirtysomething musician, who 
started his first band as a teenag- 
er. “I’m here with my two kids, but 
I still call my parents for advice. So 
I’m totally someone’s child, totally 
someone’s parent.” 

That sense of in-between- 
ness informed not only the songs 
he wrote for the album, but the 
sequencing as well. With its bal- 
ance of ’70s country rock and a 
modern sensibility, “The Bear” 
begins with songs about youth, 
such as “Dying Wish of a Teenag- 
er” and culminates with songs set 


in old age, in particular the closer 
“Born in the Spring.” 

If this is a deeply personal 
album for Kellogg, it’s also the 


Sixers’ rawest and most adventur- 
ous to date, the result of a growing 
confidence onstage — the band 
tours almost constantly — and in 


the studio. After bouncing among 
major labels, the Sixers decided to 
shake things up a bit. “It was our 
first endeavor to take some chanc-

es and not be afraid to fall on our 
face,” he explains. 

“We just weren’t as scared as we 
were on previous records. When 
you get your first record deal, you 
think it’s your only shot and you 
can’t mess it up. And then you get 
another shot and you think you still 
can’t mess it up. We lived that way 
for a long time, but for this record 
we decided to make music from our 
hearts and see what happens.” 

The band’s maturity has pro- 
duced an album that sounds urgent 
and impassioned — in other words, 
young. “We’re not a new band,” 
Kellogg says. “We keep going 
because we love what we’re doing.”

Before indies were called indies, and 
when revival houses still competed 
with art houses for the popcorn bucks 
of cineastes, there was John Sayles.

The National Gallery of Art gives 
this American auteur his due as part of 
Recovered Treasure: UCLA’s Festival 
of Preservation film series.

An adventure serial 
from the silent era 
gave the Soviet people 
what they wanted 

DVD 

Intrepid newspaper reporters dash 
to prevent a massive biological 
attack! Not in a new Hollywood 
film, but an old Soviet one from 1926 
with Americans as the heroes. 

Don’t worry; it makes more sense 
once you read the booklet includ- 
ed with the newly remastered DVD 
set of “Miss Mend” (Flicker Alley, 
$29.96). Billed as “An Adventure 
Serial in Three Parts,” the four-hour 
epic was part of a short-lived Soviet 
attempt to give the proletariat what 
they really wanted: nonstop Amer- 
ican-style action. 

On that level, “Mend” clearly 
succeeds: There’s an impressively 
staged fistfight or chase scene every 
few minutes, and you have to won- 


der if the working title was “Ships, 
Trains and Automobiles.” 

As it is, the title character is a 


single mom and typist at the “Roc- 
feller” factory who, along with her 
muckraking male pals, discovers 


a plot by evil capitalists to spread 
plague germs using Soviet radio 
antennas. Melodrama ensues. 

Eisenstein this ain’t, although 
one scene of a huge stone staircase 
is presumably a reference to the 
director’s 1925 masterpiece, “Bat- 
tleship Potemkin.” German Expres- 
sionism gets several shout-outs: One 
character rises “Nosferatu”-style 
out of a coffin, and the evil scien- 
tist Chiche is a semi-parody of Dr. 
Caligari. But what “Miss Mend” is 
most is escapism; the ham-hand- 
ed propaganda elements vanish 
quickly, as if the filmmakers had 
filled a quota and moved on. Once 
the action moves to the USSR, we 
see street urchins, hardly typical of 
a workers’ paradise. 

Given all this, it’s hardly sur- 
prising the Soviet press deemed the 
film vulgar. But in their defense, it 
is tough to picture a reporter say- 
ing, “I cross the ocean to save an 
entire country and what stops me?

Take it from a lifelong fan of Arthur 
Conan Doyle: Robert Downey Jr. is 
so NOT Sherlock Holmes. 

That’s not a hindrance — in fact, 
it’s a big help — as he and director 
Guy Ritchie bring Conan Doyle’s 
dusty Victorian-age detective into 
the modern world. 

Enough of the trappings are left 
in their action romp “Sherlock Hol- 
mes” — the lightning-fast cerebra- 
tions, the encyclopedic knowledge 
of London, the compulsive single- 
mindedness — to make Downey a 
reasonably faithful embodiment of 
the figure Conan Doyle created. 

Revisionists have done a num- 
ber on Holmes before — he was 
psychoanalyzed by Sigmund Freud 
in “The Seven-Per-Cent Solution” 
and spoofed by Gene Wilder in 
“The Adventure of Sherlock Hol- 


a bickering-buddy bromance. 

Ritchie piles on the excess. It 
serves him well in fashioning 1880s 
London, with the pardon-our-dust 
construction of the landmark Tower 
Bridge a pivotal element. 

Anyone who wants their Holmes 
unsullied by revisionists can seek 
out the TV adaptations of Holmes 
stories starring Jeremy Brett, an 
ideal incarnation of the detective 
as the author wrote him. 

Who knows? Maybe the movie 
will make a few viewers go discov- 
er Conan Doyle for the first time.

The failing of Ritchie is the 
drab plot they built around Hol- 
mes, an uninspired tale of a secret 
society and potentially supernatu- 
ral doings.
